was the last close election for Studds. 
has won impressively each time 
round, and was left unchallenged

Learning Portu- 
guese was one instinctive gesture, and 
later, Studds latched onto the sea: his 
successful sponsorship the 200-mile 
limit elevated him untouchable pla- 
teau the fishing communities the 
district.

Studds is, sure, strange animal 
for Washington. effective, but 
stays out the game issue-swapping 
and patronizing. isn’t owed many 
favors, can’t collect, but gets 
ahead doing his homework and chos- 
ing his battles. Observers say the 43- 
year-old congressman also has tempered 


least his approach, not his attitude, 
toward the powerful and helpful leaders 
the Massachusetts delegation like Tip 
cal son bitch, according insiders, 
and the early days didn’t have the 
connections the Irish charm Mike 
stage grabber and he’s gotten respect for 
his grasp the issues and his follow- 
through. 

congressman who looks more like trim

Joe Early was born years ago 
Worcester, into family that remem- 
bered for its typicalness. His mother was 
telephone operator for more than 
years; his father worked the baggage 
room the local train depot. Joe grew 
Abbott Street, described 
family homes and some doubles, but 
neighborhood. 

There was track that many the 
kids from that neighborhood moved 
onto. You went prep school St. 
John’s St. you did well 
enough you went Holy Cross, and 
when you got out you became mail- 
man, sold insurance, fell into city 
job. 

Joe Early was that track, but had 
one thing going for him that many inner- 
city kids now see way and out: 
could play basketball. starred 
guard St. John’s, and won scholar- 
ship Holy Cross time when 
was turning out ballplayers like Ronnie 
Perry Sr., Bob Cousy, and Tom Hein- 
sohn. his junior year, Early was third 
guard team that was ranked number 
one the country several occasions. 
his senior year was starting 
playmaking guard, and was captain 
boot. 

was important anyone else 
the championship says mag- 
nanimous Heinsohn; who was named all- 
American that year. great 
shooter great defensive player. 
was just good all-around player. Even 
way back then, had this ability 
make things happen. 

Early remembers his sports years 
through romantic, macho kind filter, 
like many older jocks. With perfect ser- 
iousness will offer such cliches 
remembering how his college coach was 
tough guy and demanded toughness. 
taught you that there was tomor- 

the world Worcester politics, 
being captain the Holy Cross basket- 
bali team was credential the order 
being declared bona fide war hero, and 
would help him later when turned 
politics. 

After Holy Cross, 1956, Early 
entered the Navy and spent the better 
part two years officer. When his 
stint was up, came back home Wor- 
cester. worked briefly salesman 
-what was the only fallow period his 
professional life. 

Thereafter landed job the David 
Proudy School Spencer, 
taught and coached basketball for three 
years. his last year Proudy, 1962, 
Early decided was time for him make 
run for the State House. was not 
atypical decision for young man his 
working-class background. The early 
‘60s represented the political heyday for 
Irish-Catholics Massachusetts: they 
had taken control both branches the 
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legislature and were electing governors 
and presidents. 

His opponent was man named Phillip 
Kneeland. The first time the votes were 
recount, lost handful. When the 
dust settled after the third and -final 
count, Early had been elected state repre- 
sentative single vote. 

From the outset, Early made clear 
was going insider the State 
House, 
man, rep whom the leadership could 
count on. 

Once the legislature, Early chose 
the money,” just Deep Throat 
later advised Woodward and Bernstein. 
got himself appointed the Ways 
and Means Committee, where budgets 
are created; when House Speaker David 
Bartley was looking for reliable lieu- 
Means, Early was moved the vice- 
chairmanship. his final term the 
State House, was generally acknowl- 
edged that Early ran the committee, the 
most powerful position Worcester rep 
had parlayed himself into genera- 
tion.

issues principle conscience, 
Early willing buck the leadership. 
During his days Beacon Hill, for 
example, broke with the Speaker 
front-page issue: against leadership’s 
wishes, Early sponsored legislation that 
would tax insurance companies not based 
Massachusetts. Then, operating his 
own fact, with the leadership trying 
hold the rank-and-file line 
pushed the bill through and into law. But 
picks his spots freelance and rarely 
goes public with dissents, thus protect- 
ing his relationship with the powers that 
walk al! the way Washington. 

The journey began abruptly one night 
1974, when Early was driving through 
Boston listening the news 
his car radio and heard that 
congressman for quarter century, 
Harold Donohue, had 
retirement. 

decision was not made 
without some prodding. Much like 
Phillip Philbin the Fourth District (so 
much that they were nicknamed 
Tweedledum and Tweedledee), Dono- 
hue was getting along years, and 
opposition was surfacing the district. 
Two attractive candidates Holy Cross 
professor John Anderson (now city coun- 
cilor), and Gerald D’Amico (now state 
senator) had already announced and 
were campaigning hard. 

challenge Donohue would have 
been unthinkable for Early: the con- 
gressman was friend, fellow Demo- 
crat cut from the same cloth, and such 
thing just wasn’t done. Fifteen minutes 
after heard the news, Early told 
friend from the state legislature that 
was running. morning, the local 
papers knew well. 

was tough campaign. Amico and 
Anderson had gambled and won they 
had head start. make matters worse, 
initially Early didn’t have the traditional, 
Holy Cross, blue-collar Irish vote him- 
self. Former Worcester Mayor Paul Mul- 
laney (now Massachusetts judge) 
jumped well, splitting the constit- 
uency. Nor was Early polished cam- 
paigner. seemed uneasy front 
crowds. His grasp national and inter- 
national issues seemed shaky, not non- 
existent. was seen some old 
ward-heeler, others opportunist

running only after more courageous 
candidates had forced the incumbent out. 

But Early did have number things 
his favor. had Congressman Dono- 
hue’s endorsement and the support the 
labor unions. His position the State 
House gave him visibility and credibil- 
ity; when tax rate was cut 
almost unbelievable per thousand dur- 
ing the course the primary campaign 
and billboards suddenly appeared credit- 
ing Joe Early with the reduction, his 
opponents were hard-put refute the 
cause and effect. the Early campaign 
gathered steam, black-and-orange lawn 
signs promising Brighter Tomor- 
sprouted everywhere. The Holy 
Cross connection, which one disgruntled 
Republican called incestuous 
coalesced around him during 
the course the campaign Mul- 
chances diminished. ran 
straight cam- 
paign, from labor halls the Elks and 
Rotarians and into the triple-deckers. 
Local Holy Cross sports celebrities like 
Heinsohn and Cousy gave him hand. 

Most people expected close race. 
the wide-open primary, Early 
pulled more than 24,000 votes. His clos- 
est opponent, Gerald D’Amico, barely 
passed 19,000. Within hours the Demo- 
crats rallied around Early, and Novem- 
ber, against Republican and Inde- 
pendent, won going away. 
had real political fight since.

It’s absurd 
task, and government money gets 
tighter, more damage gets done. Until 
few years ago, for example, pedestrians 
who wanted explore the high dunes 
could park their cars the parking lot for 
only half hour. This, Seashore officials 
reasoned, would prevent visitors from 
wandering too far over the dunes and 
killing beach grass. But the Seashore can 
longer afford hire many seasonal 
parking-lot rangers, recent years 
visitors have been allowed park the 
dunes lot all day they wished. Now, 
looking over the dunes from Route one 
still sees some with beach grass them, 
keeping the sand place, but many 
them are small veins bare sand, paths 
where the beach grass has been trampled 
and killed. Such cut all that the wind 
needs begin blowing out the sand and 
eventually, the blowout big enough, 
wrecking the entire dune.

Provincetown Seafood Market. does 
not like homosexuals, and does not 
like people who come retire the 
Cape from places like New York, New 
Jersey, Philadelphia, because they get 
conservation commissions and try 
get off-road vehicles banned from the 
beach.

Lift out the strainer once, 
rinse the zucchini with very cold water, 
and set the baking dish next the 
broccoli. 


Trim the celery, cut into two-inch 
lengths, and slice the short pieces length- 
wise make matchsticks. Pile the celery 
into the strainer, lower into the boiling 
water, return the water the boil and 
cook for seconds. Lift out the strainer 
and rinse the celery with very cold water. 
Transfer the celery the baking dish. 

Trim the mushroom stems level with 
the caps (save the stems for another use) 
and pile them into saucepan. Sprinkle 
them with the lemon juice and salt and 
pepper and cover the pan with its lid. 
Cook the mushrooms over low heat for 
half minute, shaking the pan once 
twice, then turn the heat and cook 
them for another until the 
juice runs from the mushrooms. Trans- 
fer the mushrooms and juice the bak- 
ing dish. 

Grate the cheese and sprinkle all over 
the vegetables. 

Preheat the oven 550 degrees. 

Just before serving, cover the dish 
vegetables with foil, making sure the foil 
does not touch the cheese, and bake the 
vegetables for eight minutes, 
until the cheese has melted and the 
vegetables are all hot.

anyone hit the trail when the 

ground covered with snow? Who 
his right mind would choose spend 
winter evening struggling put tent 
the wind, when could sipping 
favorite brandy front warm fire- 
place? 

Winter campers face these sorts 
questions each year the snow begins 
fall. There are answers that will sat- 
isfy city folk who abhor winter weather, 
except say that the forests New Eng- 
land are more beautiful the desolation 
winter than they are any other time 
year, and that the challenge surviv- 
ing nature’s most brutal side com- 
pelling enough lure increasing num- 
ber campers each winter. 

made first winter camping expe- 
dition eight years ago part out- 
door education program Boston Uni- 
versity. Like most the people this 
trip, grew city and had been 
summer camping only two three times 
before. The journey made the 
Green Mountains Vermont, 
five days living the snow, was the 
adventure life. After traveling 
cross-country skis through abandoned 
farmland, over frozen ponds, and into 
the mountains for total two days, 
realized that hadn’t seen another per- 
son since leaving the road. stopped for 
moment the trail take good look 
around me. saw nothing but the tall, 
snow-covered pines. swaying with the 
wind, and the naked deciduous trees, 
black against the white hillside. The lone- 
liness was delicious. Never before had 
felt the sensation knowing that was 
living completely apart from civilization. 

Over the years discovered that 
most winter campers come from the 
ranks disgruntied summer campers 
who have wearied crowded campsites, 
over-used trails, and the din approach- 
ing boy-scout troops. late summer, the 
abused hiker looks across the landscape,

silence, and vows return when the ele- 
ments will keep most people home. 

The wilderness rarely disappoints 
those who come during the winter 
months, but winter campers quickly find 
that the temperatures and snow are not 
the only differences between walking 
through the woods warm Septem- 
ber afternoon and traveling across the 
countryside snow squall. Backpacks, 
for instance, are heavier winter because 
additional clothes, heavier sleeping 
stove, extra food, and the tools 
needed repair broken skis. least one 
member winter camping group will 
also have pair snowshoes lashed 
onto pack, used break trail after 
fresh, heavy snowfall. 

But the biggest difference between 
winter and summer camping the 
amount thinking the camper must do. 
winter camper must alert con- 
stantly the dangers frostbite and 
hypothermia lowering body tem- 
perature). While one moving along the 
trails during the day wearing heavy 
pack, keeping warm not usually 
problem. fact, while skiing uphill, 
when carrying particularly heavy load, 
have often found most comfortable 
wear shirt sleeves. But soon group 
stops for lunch for the day, stove 
should lit brew hot drinks, and fire 
should built keep people warm. 

Even while the trail, however, the 
battle against the cold demands constant 
attention and, times, quick action. 
Shortly after first winter camping ex- 
perience, traveled again the Green 
Mountains with group friends for 
another five-day cross-country ski expe- 
dition. our third day out, came 
rapidly flowing stream between and 
feet wide. Because had not been very 
cold, and because the water was flowing 
fast, much the stream was covered 
only thin layer ice, and some 
places there was ice all.

rope. This system worked well, but not 
well enough prevent the penultimate 
person crossing the stream from sud- 
denly falling into the icy water.

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Camping 
Continued from page 
whose body temperature 
dropping). After the fire started 
blazing, Bob sat his bag 
the warm flames and drank mug 
hot chocolate. didn’t 
become hypothermic, but only 
because the experienced mem- 
bers our group knew what 
this emergency and reacted 
without delay. 

Hypothermia potentially 
fatal condition that frequently 
helped along fatigue, hunger, 
thirst, and exposure severe 
weather conditions. must 
guarded against all times. 
addition carrying plenty 
wool clothing and good rain 
poncho (to prevent falling snow 
from melting into your jacket 
backpack) the best ways ward 
off hypothermia are drink hot 
beverages and eat lots food. 
the summer and fall, carry 

stove only campfires are pro- 
hibited the area I’m hiking in. 
But when winter camping, 
stove always with me, the 
top pack where can reach 
quickly. Each time stop for 
break, even it’s just for 
minutes, fire that stove and 
brew hot drink. 

Frostbite rarely experienced 
healthy person who ade- 
quately clothed. almost 


always the result tight boots

snow. Beginners are entirely 
capable completing cross- 
country ski expedition pro-

woods. Carrying heavy pack 
uphill hard work, and keeping 
warm not always simple mat- 
ter, but cross-country skiing 
fun and easy learn. Anyone 
who can walk can cross-country 
ski immediately after putting 
pair skis for the very first 
time. races are going 
won beginners, but they can 
accomplish the basic job 
getting from point point 
across the snow easily. 

always like take time 
winter camping expedition ski 
without the burden pack. 
This rarely means stopping early 
make camp that can ski 
before supper. Because darkness 
falls early high latitudes 
winter, prefer use much 
daylight possible for travel- 
ing.

the Green Mountains,

But after con- 
sumed good meal around large 
campfire, full moon suddenly 
rose over our camp. The light 
bounced madly across the bril- 
liant white snow, and could 
see nearly 100 feet down the hill- 
side had climbed.

Chatwin 
begins hundred years after the death 
Souza (who novelized Francisco 
Manoel Silva), with modern gather- 
ing his descendants: motley clan 
beggar boys, Kardecist mediums, flu- 
tists, priests, and dowdy widows dream- 
ing the past. The current matriarch 
daughter, Senhorinha Eugenia, 
aka WeWe the White One, skeleton 
who happened Eugenia 
reveres her papa that she turns his bed- 
room into shrine his memory and her 
manias, garnishing votive altar with 
John the Baptist’s head and reliquaries 
vertebra, fragment baboon skull and 
the eardrum From this epi- 
center squalor and dislocated dreams, 


the history the legendary founder 
the family. 

Born the parched cattle land 
northeast Brazil, Silva manages, 
through years restless invention, ob- 
tain official papers qualifying him 
slaver. Landing Ouidah, quickly 
ing, among other things, black bride 
named Jijibou, black blood brother (the 
mad prince, Kankpe), and even black 
skin tone, when arrested and dipped 
vat indigo dye. But Africa proves 
too much for him. Conspiracies decimate 
his white friends and mulatto family, and 
the slaver who exports misery and im- 
ports madness ends enslaved the 
land came pillage. Silva and all 
colonialists, the metaphor implies, are 
vampires living off the blood foreign 
land. This image nicely confirmed 
the book jacket’s portrait Dracula- 
like Silva glaring the reader from 
cracking stucco wall. 

Chatwin describing the grossest 
forms corruption, and there little 
point delicate psychology. Silva, 
Jijibou, Kankpe and the others are glit- 
tering masks madness, festooned with 
decadent quirks, tics, and ticklishly un- 
pleasant propensities for evil. Everyone 
obsessed with power. Everyone physic- 
ally psychically deformed. Brazilian, 
Portuguese, and African alike are lured 
fantasies wealth, but only the na- 
tives are adapted survive this land- 
jungles.
